Leaders said such an investigation 
might be made by a House committee, 
but would not rule out the possibility of 
a hearing through im peachm ent 
procedures or even a rejection of 
Agnew s request. 
Agnew asked for the House in­ 
vestigation Tuesday after secret 
negotiations between Agnew's lawyers 
and Justice Department officials broke 
down and Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson announced he had authorized a 
federal grand jury in Baltimore to 
begin hearing the Agnew case Thur­ 
sday.

Nixon, 
who met 
with 
Agnew Tuesday morning, said the vice 
president had again personally assured 
him 
of 
his 
innocence 
of 
any 
wrongdoing. 


House probe 


SPIRO T. AGNEW 


Nixon issued his strongest statement 
of support for Agnew since the in­ 
vestigation of the vice president was 
announced nearly two months ago. 
Agnew requested the Capitol Hill 
hearing in a letter that he hand- 
delivered to House Speaker Carl 
Albert. Agnew then met for more than 
an hour with Albert and other House 
leaders. 
“After the most careful study, my 
counsel have advised me that the 
Constitution 
bars 
a 
crim inal 
proceeding of any kind ... against a 
president or a vice president while he 
holds office,” the Agnew letter said. 
“Accordingly,. I cannot acquiesce in 
any criminal proceeding being lodged 
against me in Maryland or elsewhere, 
and 
I 
cannot 
look 
to 
any 
such 
proceeding for vindication. In these 
circumstances, I believe, it is the right 
and duty of the vice president to turn to 
the House. 
“I am confident that ... I shall be 
vindicated by the House,” 
Agnew 
wrote. 
A spokesman for Richardson said 
that, despite Agnew’s legal posture, the 


decision to go to the grand jury would 
stand. 
Agnew's request caught House 
members by surprise, and they were 
unsure what to do about it. Albert said 
there was no decision during the 
meeting with the vice president. 
Agnew emerged from the session 
smiling but declined to comment on the 
matter. 
Following the session with Agnew, 
Albert held an informal leadership 
meeting in his office, then said he 
didn t have any idea when a decision 
would be reached on Agnew’s request. 
Asked whether an 
impeachment 
proceeding had been ruled wit, Albert 
responded: “ Nothing has been ruled 
out.” 
House Democratic Whip John J. 
McFall of California said alternatives 
for action included placing Agnew’s 
request for a hearing before the House, 
referring it to the Judiciary Committee 
or a special committee, or ignoring it. 
He, too, would not rule out im­ 
peachment.

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Reputation maligned, Buchanan charges

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presidential 
speechwriter Patrick J. 
Buchanan 
accused the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee staff today of maligning his 
reputation and denied he had any part 
in 
political 
sabotage 
against 
Democrats. 
In an opening statement before a 
televised session of the committee, 
Buchanan said there was “an apparent 
campaign, orchestrated from within 


the committee staff, to malign my 
reputation in the public press prior to 
my appearance.” 
He said what he called a “campaign 
of vilification” is a direct violation of 
committee rules and asked: 
“How can this select committee set 
itself up as the ultimate arbiter of 
American political ethics if it cannot 
even control character assassins 
within its own ranks?” 
3 persons killed

as twisters hit

Three persons were killed and scores 
believed injured as 20 or more tor­ 
nadoes wracked Kansas and the 
central plains Tuesday night, 
the 
Kansas Highway Patrol reported 
today. 
Heavy rains falling on waterlogged 
ground triggered new flash-flooding in 
Kansas and Nebraska. 
North-central Kansas was hardest 
hit with numerous tornadoes. A twister 
cut a four-block-wide swath through 
Clay Center, a town of 5,000 northeast 
of Salina. 
As many as IOO were injured, and 
communications with the town were 
knocked out, a Red Cross spokesman 
said. 


The spokesman said there was no 
electricity within a 12-to 15-mile radius 
of Clay Center. Fifty buildings in the 
town had major damage and IOO others 
sustained some damage. 


At Greenleaf, a community of 480 
some 30 miles northeast of Clay Center, 
residents were evacuated after an 
anhydrous ammonia tank ruptured 
during a tornado. 
A mother and two of her children 
were buried in the wreckage of their 
home in Greenleaf, and authorities 
first said all three were presumed 
dead. But several hours later, the 
mother was found alive in the wreck-

40 per cent U.S. 
troop cut voted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
today voted to reduce the number of 
U.S. land-based troops overseas by 40 
per cent. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, sponsor of the amendment, 
said, “The time has come to set aside 
the rhetoric of the cold war used to 
justify a status quo of military in­ 
volvement around the world.” 
But Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., 
said unilateral withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from Europe would undermine 
negotiations with Warsaw Pact nations 
for bilateral pullbacks. “This would 
imperil the future of the 
United 
States,” Tower said. 
Mansfield had originally proposed a 
50 per cent cut in the number of foreign- 
based U.S. troops, but changed the 
proposal at the last minute to a 40 per 
cent cut. 
Mansfield said that when ser­ 
vicemen’s dependents, U.S. civilians 
and foreign nationals hired to assist 
Americans are included, the United 


States has a force of 1.1 million persons 
in foreign countries. 
He said this costs U.S. taxpayers $30 
billion a year, with $17 billion of that 
amount attributed to maintenance of 
troops in Europe. 
He said a reduction in the 500,000- 
man force is essential to lower the U.S. 
balance-of-payments 
deficit, 
fill 
domestic needs and end the policy of 
military confrontation with the Soviets. 
The Mansfield amendment would 
require that at least 50,000 troops 
based in foreign countries be pulled out 
by next June 30, and that another 150,- 
000 be withdrawn over the following 
two years. 
The Senate also was to begin public 
debate today on a proposal to slow 
development of the $13 billion Trident 
submarine program. The Trident 
amendment was discussed for more 
than two hours in closed session 
Tuesday. 
A vote on the Trident amendment 
was scheduled for Thursday.

nomination in 1972, but the Maine 
Democrat’s campaign faltered and 
McGovern won the nomination.

Skylab crew home; feeling fine 


ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS (AP) 
— Doctors were elated with 
the 
physical conditions of the Skylab 2 
astronauts today after their record 
59Vi-dayspacemission. 
Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott and 
Jack R. Lousma planned to sleep late 
aboard the recovery carrier headed for 
San Diego, Calif. 


The astronauts blazed back to earth 
Tuesday in a perfect ending to their 
journey. They splashed down six miles 
from the recovery ship which was 
waiting about 230 miles southwest of 
San Diego. 


The three were quickly hoisted 
aboard the New Orleans with their 
precious cargo of films, tapes and other 
data which could provide vital infor­ 
mation about the sun, the earth and 
man himself. 
The astronauts walked a bit wobbly 
when they stepped on the carrier deck 
after their long exposure to space 
weightlessness. 
Smiling and happy, they waved and 


saluted the hundreds of sailors who 
lined up for a look at the nation’s new­ 
est space heroes. 
They were quickly taken to a medical 
facility for extensive examinations. 
A medical report said none of the 
spacemen suffered from 
motion 
sickness and all three had normal blood 
pressures and heart rates. 
The report said there was some 
evidence of “vestibular disturbance,” 
such as dizziness. But this was ex­ 
pected as part of the process of 
readapting to earth’s gravity. 
“All three crewmen are in excellent 
spirits and they feel well,” said the 
report. “Physicians are very elated 
with the crew condition at this point.” 
Dr. Royce Hawkins, the chief 
astronaut physician, credited their 
good health to a rigid exercise program 
while they were in space. 
The astronauts will be under careful 
medical scrutiny for another 18 days. 
They will maintain a strict diet and 
collect all urine and fecal samples for 
examination as they have done since 21 


days before they were launched July 
28. 
More tests were planned aboard the 
New Orleans today and Thursday. On 
Thursday afternoon, the astronauts 
will fly back to their homes near 
Houston’s Johnson Space Center. 
Within an hour after the astronauts 
were aboard the carrier Tuesday, they 
talked with their families and received 
a message of congratulations from 
President Nixon. 
Skylab 2’s 24-million mile journey 
had a safe and accurate ending, the 
trademark of U.S. space flights in 
recent years. 
The 
Apollo 
ship 
ferrying 
the 
astronauts from the Skylab station 
dropped 
under 
orange 
and 
white 
parachutes into whitecapped waves, 
within range of television cameras. 
“Man, that was a spectacular en­ 
try!” spid Lousma through a special 
communications hookup after the 
spacecraft was on the water. “I like the 
bang when the main chute comes out. 
Golly, I’d like to do it again!” 


Kissinger 
turns eyes 
toward Asia 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
gave some attention to Southeast Asia 
today for the first time in his visit to the 
U.N. General Assembly. But Europe 
continued to be his primary concern. 
Other than scattered references, 
Kissinger ignored the Indochina area 
in his first two days in New York. 
Today he scheduled meetings with the 
foreign ministers of Thailand and 
South Vietnam. 
However, the major part of his 
schedule 
before 
returning 
to 
Washington 
tonight 
was 
strong 
evidence of his near-preoccupation 
with what he has called a “new Atlantic 
Alliance.” 
He was to meet with West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and French 
Foreign Minister Michel Jobert. He 
also planned to attend the General 
Assembly address by Brandt. 
Very little substantive progress has 
been made toward developing a new 
concept of U.S.European relationship 
during Kissinger’s meetings this week. 
U.S. 
officials 
said 
discussions 
Tuesday with the foreign ministers 
K.B. Andersen of Denmark and Walter 
Scheel of West Germany produced only 
one significant development — an 
agreement for a meeting in the next 
few days between Walter Stoessel, the 
assistant secretary of state for Europe, 
and representatives of the European 
Common Market. 
They will try to draft a declaration of 
principles, but American sources said 
at least one more meeting would be 
needed, 
probably in 
Europe 
next 
month. 
As if to underline the lack of 
movement so far, the American of­ 
ficials said any decision on a European 
trip by President Nixon remains for the 
future. 
K issinger had an inconclusive 
meeting Tuesday with Arab leaders in 
which he renewed U.S. offers to assist 
in opening negotiations for an Arab- 
Israeli settlement. 
But he told them not to expect the 
United 
States 
“ to 
bring 
forth 
miracles,” and he made no proposals 
for ending the Arab-Israeli con­ 
frontation. The meeting was boycotted 
by five Arab delegations. 
FOA orders 
mushroom 
toxin hunt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration has ordered a 
nationwide 
search 
for 
canned 
mushrooms it says may be con­ 
taminated with lethal botulin toxin. 
The FDA made die announcement 
Tuesday after disclosing that federal 
inspections of 42 mushroom processing 
plants disclosed that half had deficient 
procedures or equipment. 
Botulism poisoning from the toxin 
can be fatal if not diagnosed and 
treated promptly. 
The FDA said it is searching more 
than 5,000 warehouses for the suspect 
cans. FDA Commissioner Alexander 
M. Schmidt said 350 food inspectors 
plus state and local officials were 
joining in the search. 
“We are convinced that the effort is 
necessary to end the sporadic problems 
we have encountered with canned 
mushrooms this year,” said Schmidt. 
Specific canned mushroom brands 
have been recalled five times this year. 
The FDA advised consumers who 
encounter swollen or leaking cans not 
to open or eat them but to contact their 
nearest FDA office.

Boyle in coma; 
suicide attem pt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - W. A. 
“Tony” Boyle, former head of the 
United Mine Workers Union, remains 
near death after an apparent suicide 
attempt on the eve of a court ap­ 
pearance on a murder conspiracy 
charge. 
The 71-year-old ousted union boss 
had been scheduled for a court ap­ 
pearance Tuesday, but he was rushed 
to George Washington University 
Hospital Monday night with what 
doctors at first thought was a stroke. 
His condition was listed as un­ 
changed early today by hospital 
spokesmen. He was in a coma, and 
earlier in the day hospital authorities 
said Boyle was “in very, very critical 
condition” and “all we can do is sup­ 
port the life systems and wait.” 
Boyle’s hearing was a 
removal 
procedure to have him taken to Penn­ 
sylvania to face state murder charges 
in connection with the 1969 slayings of 
insurgent union leader Joseph A. 
“Jock” Yablonski and Yablonski’s wife 
and daughter. 
The hearing was postponed until Oct. 
24. 


Dr. Milton Gusack, Boyle’s personal 
doctor, said blood samples and other 
tests 
indicated 
presence 
of large 
amounts of sodium amy ta I, a strong 
barbiturate. 
He 
said 
chances for 
survival were poor. 
“It was an apparent effort at self­ 
destruction,” said Gusack. 
“I don’t think this was premeditated, 
it was on the spur of the moment,” he 
said. 
Gusack said Boyle also suffered from 
heart 
disease, 
emphysema 
and 
hypertension. He said Boyle visited 
him Saturday, and the condition of his 
heart was such that the hearing could 
have been delayed on medical grounds. 
But, Gusack said, Boyle wanted to 
pursue his case and not hide behind 
medical problems. 
The former UMW boss was arrested 
Sept. 6, after a 3‘/2-year investigation 
by state and federal officials. 
Seven persons, including several 
UMW officials, have been convicted for 
their roles in the Yablonski murders, 
which Boyle once said he would “swear 
to Almighty God” that he had no 
knowledge of. 
Memory returns 
after 37 years 


JOPLIN, Mo. (AP) — Thirty-seven 
years ago, John R. Crosswhite left his 
home in Cape Girardeau, Mo., on a 
business trip to St. Louis. He never 
returned and although his wrecked car 
was found, Crosswhite’s body was 
never discovered. 


Five years later, a man named John 
R. Cross, who described himself as a 
retired contractor, settled in Joplin, 
Mo., married in 1942 and raised a 
family. 


Cross recently suffered a stroke. As 
he recovered, he began remembering 
bits of his past and it turned out that 
Cross and Crosswhite — who was 
declared legally dead in 1940, leaving a 
widow and five children — are the 
same man. 


Martha Jane Barker, a nurse at St. 
John’s Medical Center here and one of 
two children of the Joplin marriage, 
said the tale came to light as her father 
recuperated. 


“He started talking and babbling to 
me and saying his name was really 
John R. Crosswhite and that ‘we need 
to get something straightened’,” Mrs. 
Barker said.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
The research conducted by the Skylab 2 
astronauts may provide a tremendous 
payoff in expanding man s knowledge 
of himself, his earth and his sun. 
No one can predict the benefits. But 
the thousands of photos and miles of 
tape could lead to an endless source of 
pollution-free energy, a catalog of the 
world’s resources and new metals and 
materials. 
The payoff will be slow in coming, 
however. 
Years may be required to evaluate 
completely the data obtained from the 
Skylab I and 2 crews and that still to 
come from Skylab 3. After the Skylab 2 
astronauts returned to earth Tuesday 
after their record 5912-day mission, 
NASA Administrator James B. Flet­ 
cher summed up the importance of 
Skylab this way: 
“Skylab marks the transition of the 
space 
program 
from 
a 
period 
dominated by exploration to a period 
dominated by exploitation of the space 
around us as a global resource. 
“Space is a place, a very unique 
place and a new important resource 
that can be used for the benefit of 
people everywhere on earth ...” 
Skylab 2 brought home 77,600 pic­ 
tures of the sun snapped through six 
solar telescopes and more than 12,000 
pictures and 18 miles of computer tape 
gathered during earth resources 
surveys. 
Add to that 30,000 sun photos and 
3,000 earth photos collected by the 
Skylab I crew, and scientists declared 
it a bonanza. 
Perhaps, more im portant, the 
astronauts came back in apparent good 
health, proving that man can adapt to 
the weightless environment of space.

Convicted Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. ended two days of 
testimony Tuesday, stating that the 
Watergate operation was lawful and 
that the break-in team was betrayed by 
a double agent for the Democrats. 
Hunt,

form er 
CIA 
agent, 
acknowledged undertaking a series of 
covert activities for the White House 
and for the Committee for the’ Re­ 
election of the President. 
Committee sources said the panel 
has evidence linking Hunt to another 
break-in, this one at the embassy of 
Chile. But the m atter was not brought 
up Tuesday. 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr. listed the 
aid the CIA is known to have supplied 
Hunt and other members of the White 
House Special Investigations Unit, aid 
used in the break-in of the office of the 
psychiatrist treating Pentagon Papers 
figure Daniel Ellsberg. 
Baker asked Hunt if he could state 
the CIA was not involved in other 
domestic activities. 
“No, sir, nor can I say the CIA has 
ever stayed out of domestic activity,” 
Hunt replied. 
Hunt said he wanted to consult with 
his attorney on the national security 
aspects that might be involved in a 
more complete reply. Baker then ex­ 
cused him from answering. 
Hunt said he directed die Ellsberg 
break in and had asked his former CIA 
associates to help prepare a psy­ 
chiatric profile on the former Defense 
Department official for use in un­ 
dermining Ellsberg’s position in the 
press. 
Committee aides said Buchanan is 
being called as a witness to set the 
stage for the set of hearings dealing 
with political dirty tricks. 
“It’s not right to think that he was 
involved in dirty tricks himself,” a 
committee aide said, and added: 
“He was their strategist. He was 
their thinker. He set the tone. He wrote 
the memos on how to run a political 
campaign. 
Buchanan, 34, has been associated 
with Nixon since 1966 and worked in his 
1968 presidential campaign. 
Hunt has been in prison under 
provisional sentence for more than six 
months and appeared tired and drawn 
as he ended his testimony. 
At one point, he suggested strongly 
that former FBI agent Alfred C.

Another 
mobile home park at Bennington, north 
of Salina, was damaged. 
Tornadoes were sighted in Oklahoma 
and Nebraska, and tornado watches 
were issued throughout the night from 
the Texas Panhandle and western 
Oklahoma into southeast Nebraska and 
western Iowa. 
Flash-flood warnings were issued for 
parts of Kansas and Nebraska. 
Moderate to heavy rains drifted slowly 
eastward. 
Almost four inches of rain swamped 
Epley Airport in Omaha, Neb., and 
heavy rain was still falling. More than 
an inch was measured at Russell and 
Dodge City, Kan., and Lincoln, Neb. 
Other thunderstorms lingered in 
southern Texas, along the central and 
southern Atlantic coastal plain, in 
Florida and in parts of the northern

hear Nader 
on A-plants

The chairm an of the Western 
Governors’ Conference says Ralph 
Nader's vow to halt the construction of 
nuclear power plants would, if suc­ 
cessful, create Va crisis of the most im­ 
mense proportions imaginable.” 
The consumer advocate told the 
governors Tuesday to expect a 
nationwide legal, environmental and 
governmental battle that could make 
the successful fight to halt the super­ 
sonic transport look like a spring 
picnic. 
Nader's goal is to bring the nation’s 
nuclear electric power program to a 
complete hail in five years. 
Oregon Gov. Tom McCall told Nader, 
“ I think you could do it.” 
McCall, a Republican, continued: 
“But what will we do with this in­ 
vestment, what will we do with the 
need for this 75 million kilowats if 
you’re successful?” 
McCall talked of the fear that might 
grip the nation about atomic power 
plants and said: “It seems to me then 
we’ll face a crisis of the most immense 
proportions imaginable.” 
The West’s governors have looked to 
nuclear-generated power as a major 
source of electricity. There now are 36 
nuclear plants across the country and 
70 more are planned. 
Nader said the loss of economic in­ 
vestment was worth the price in the 
face of the prospect of a disastrous 
nuclear accident. 
He also accused the Atomic Energy 
Commission of “conscious deception, 
suppression and prevarication” in 
hiding the risk of danger in nuclear 
power production. 
AEC Commissioner William Doub, 
the

speaker, 
im mediately 
challenged Nader, saying Nader was 
confused in both his facts and opinion. 
He offered to open AEC files to any 
information Nader wanted short of 
atomic military secrets.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
consumers may be paying as much as 
12 cents more a gallon for milk after 
Oct. I when dairy farmers begin 
charging more for their product. 
The Central Ohio Co-operative Milk 
Producers and Great Lakes-Sou them 
Milk cooperatives said Tuesday the 
price of milk sold to company buyers 
will be hiked 60 cents per hun­ 
dredweight by farmers. 
A spokesman for Borden, Inc., one 
such company buyer, said, “There will 
be definitely a larger increase than 
normal in the price of milk. It probably 
will be more than consumers are ac­ 
customed to.” 
The Borden spokesman, however, 
declined to say what the company will 
be charging for milk after Oct. I. 
An official of the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture said retail milk prices will 
go up about 12 cents a gallon, based on 
the increase to the farmers. 
The new price will be $9.21 per 
hundredweight. The federal govern­ 
ment has set the minimum price at 
$8.08. 
Donald E. Zehr, general manager of 
the Central Ohio Co-operative, said 
the purpose of the hike is to make 
farmers’ prices more current with 
market demands. Another purpose, he 
said, is to assure that milk supplies will 
be available. 
Zehr noted milk production in Ohio is 
about 7 per cent lower than last year at 
the same time. He added that the 
current price hike is an incentive to 
dairy farmers to stay in the business.

Form Progress Show highlights good year 


LEBANON, 
Ind. 
(AP) — The 
traveling salesmen say this is a good 
year for dirt farmers in the outdoor 
food factory that stretches from 
Minnesota to the Carolinas. 
It may even be a great year if there is 
a dry, warm late fall. That would 
reduce the need for short-supply 
propane gas and fuel oil used in grain 
dryers. 
The m assive dryers with their 
roaring heaters and batteries of fans 
are among the big tag items on display 
at the Farm Progress Show sprawling 
over the Hoffman family’s 900 acres 
near Lebanon. 
A $25,000 tag raises no eyebrows in 
the miles of tractors, tillage tools and 
harvesting machines. 
As a m atter of fact, none of the 
glittering equipment is for sale. 
A Massey-Harris agent said the firm 
has a six-month backlog of orders for 


tractors and harvesters. Ron Smith of 
Des Moines, of the company’s shows 
and exhibits department, had taken a 
swing through the Midwest and 
reported crops were maturing fast, 
although there is some late corn in 
northern Illinois. 
Case, which makes no harvesters, 
was quoting January delivery dates for 
its popular four-wheel-drive Model 2470 
tractor. 
John Deere, one of the biggest farm 
machinery producers, is taking orders 
for combines it hopes to deliver in time 
to harvest next summer’s wheat. 
There was a lot of late planting this 
spring in low grounds and none at all in 
some of the Mississippi River bottoms 
swept by floods. 
Don Pyle, a market specialist from 
Troy, Mich., said alternate wet and dry 
weather, followed by a heat wave in 
early September that reached into 


Canada, produced fast growth. Some 
corn is even ahead of normal maturity 
dates. 
Several of the farm machinery men 
who travel the state fair circuit were 
amazed at soybeans’ rush toward 
maturity in the last two weeks. 


Both corn and soybeans are ripe 
enough for harvesting demonstrations 
on the Hoffman farm. They were 
planted in mid May. 
Nobody 
reported a 
shortage of 
equipment to get in the fall grain crops. 
The heavy orders, after a decline in 
sales most places last year, caught the 
manufacturers by surprise. 
It seems to be a m atter of farmers’ 
wants rather than desperate need. 
P rairie F arm er M agazine, which 
sponsors the big machinery show, 
noted in the current issue that buying 
expensive tools is helpful as a tax 


writeoff in a year of big gross farm 
incomes. 
There is no admission charge, so no 
count of attendance, but it appeared at 
least 50,000 farmers and their wives 
trudged muddy streets of the tem­ 
porary city Tuesday at the opening of 
the three-day show. 
Hundreds of varieties of hybrid corn 
and soybeans, grown under identical 
conditions, attracted as much attention 
as the machinery. It was a sharp 
comparison and left little doubt which 
corn was subject to northern corn leaf 
blight. It was brown and droopy. 
Resistant corn still had some green 
leaves although the big yellow ears 
were drying fast. 
A plowing demonstration with giant 
rigs was the center of attraction late 
Tuesday. 
“Holy cow,” one young matron 
exclaimed.

Tuesday morning Richardson and 
Asst.

Richardson said that since Sept. 12 he 
had been meeting with other Justice 
Department officials, with Agnew’s 
attorneys and with the vice president 
himself “to discuss procedural aspects 
of the case and options available to the 
vice president.”

A thorn with the rose

Fulbright said this action was not to 
be construed as implied criticism of 
the part Kissinger played in the 
wiretapping of government officials 
and newsmen. The timing of the

however, that the committee wants 
to underscore its serious view of the 
wiretapping episode. 
Announcement of the study could 
have been delayed for a month or so, 
but it was not. This suggests an 
intention to remind Kissinger — and, 
by extension, the President — that 
the committee has grave reser­ 
vations about the use of electronic 
and other surveillance for this 
purpose. 
These 
reservations 
became 
evident in the course of the hearings 
on the nomination. Such was the 
com m ittee’s 
concern 
that 
it 
arranged for a two-member sub­ 
committee to examine an FBI 


summary of the wiretaps by way of 
determining Kissinger’s part 
in 
ordering them. Not until the sub­ 
committee reported that his role 
“was not such as to bar him from 
confirmation by the Senate” did the 
Foreign Relations Committee give 
its approval. 
Apart from all this, it is gratifying 
to learn that a broad study of sur­ 
veillance of American citizens in 
connection with foreign affairs is to 
be undertaken. When the report is in 
— assuming, of course, that all but 
the most security-sensitive parts of 
it are made public — that should 
provide much better perspective on 
this dubious practice.

The timid incumbents 
WASHINGTON - Sens. Ervin, 
Baker, Weicker and thr rest of the 
pride of Watergate lions seem to be 
ready to turn into pussycats. The 
special Senate committee has delayed 
or abolished some of its plans and 
maybe there’s a common reason. 
The com m ittee’s new timidity 
coincides with its venture into the 
ferocious area of campaign financing. 
The dangers in this territory match all 
the perils offered by public boredom or 
President Nixon’s intransigence. 
There is no way to reform, there is no 
way to even discuss presidential 
campaign financing without discussing 
senatorial campaign financing. 


THE 
PROBLEM of the Senate 
Committee is as stark as the Biblical 
admonition: Let he who is without 
campaign contributions cast the first 
stone. 
As sterling gents as all the com­ 
mittee members may be, their political 


careers are not nourished by the 
donations of anonymous philan­ 
thropists. The people who financed 
their cam paigns, like those who 
bankroll other campaigns, expect a 
return on their investments. 
The influence of big money on 
politics is the single greatest curse on 
the Republic today. Campaign cash 
financed what happened at Watergate. 
Campaign cash in general breeds 
distrust and suspicion among voters, 
often for good reason. 
The people doing more about this 
issue than anyone else are the quarter- 
million Americans who belong to 
Common Cause. A lengthy study on 
campaign finances by the citizens’ 
lobby showed that not only is the 
President the object of large gobs of 
legal-tender goodwill; just about every 
incumbent is. 


IN SENATE races last year, each 
incumbent raised an average of 
THESE DA YS . . . by John Chamberlain 
Our environm ental elitists 


$525,809. The average challenger 
raised less than half that amount, 
$243,070. 
“The money flows to incumbents 
because it is an incumbent who has the 
power to provide help and assistance,” 
says Fred Wertheimer of Common 
Cause. “The result is that in Congress 
today we have neither a Democratic 
nor Republican party. Rather, we have 
an Incumbency party which operates a 
monopoly. The only solution is to enact 
a system for public financing of 
elections.” 


That is a fair challenge, to the timid 
members of the Watergate committee 
and to their more anonymous — and 
probably more venal — congressional 
brethren. 
If the incumbency party cannot 
muster a majority for a sensible 
campaign reform bill, then voters can 
easily 
decide 
that 
incumbents 
shouldn’t be incumbents anymore. 


Has anyone noticed how the elitists, 
people who have already “got theirs,” 
tend to take over the environmentalist 
movement? 
I first got on to this when the Sierra 
Club, which thinks that 
every last 
speck 
of wilderness 
should 
be 
preserved just as it is, went all out to 
stop the Walt Disney enterprises from 
building an attractive Alpine ski resort 
in the Sierrra Nevada mountains that 
would be within weekend driving range 
of Los Angeles. 
The Sierra Club idea was to preserve 
the high Sierras for pack trips. But the 
number of people who can afford a 
pack trip is necessarily limited to a few 
who have both time and money to 
spend. 
If the Sierra Club is to prevail in its 
philosophy, it will mean that nature 
will be reserved for a few lucky sons of 
the rich. The environmentalist’s at­ 
titude here 
is anti-common man, a 
snob’s reaction to the human situation. 
Many 
people 
can 
afford 
ski 
weekends who can’t afford pack trips. 


The 
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THE AGITATION 
against the 
building of the Alaskan pipeline is 
another example of elitism. The very 
few who can afford to go and have a 
look at a caribou speak of the eerie 
beauty of the Arctic tundra. I would not 
despoil the tundra, and I am all for 
helping the caribou preserve their 
migratory patterns. 
But ecology, which involves a study 
of the relationship of living organisms 
to their natural environment, assumes 
that men must live with other men as 
well as with animals they will never 
see. Human well-being in winter 
demands heat, and man’s “migratory 
patterns,” which are as important to 
most people as any food-seeking routes 
are to caribou, necessitate fuel for 
cars, planes, ships and trains. 
Is it so cruel, then, to ask for a trade­ 
off between caribou desires and human 
needs? Particularly when we are 
reassured that caribou have enough 
common animal sense to walk up an 
occasional ramp. 
The ecological elitists would save 
every last redwood tree in California. I 
am certainly for preserving the best 
virgin forest stands, but not everybody 
can afford to go and look at a redwood. 
An East Coast dweller with no op­ 
portunity to take trips to California 
might be forgiven if he were to express 
his esthetic delight by ordering red­ 
wood paneling for a stay-at-home 
room. 
Where does the balance lie here? The 
elitist would force everybody to find 
time and money to travel where the 
redwoods are.

At the bottom of the 58-program list 
was the Democratic party’s fund­ 
raising telethon, aired by NBC Sept. 15. 
It was seen in only an estimated 4.3 
million homes between 8 and ll p.m., 
Nielsen figures said.

week, 
NBC 
broadcast five new shows; CBS, two; 
ABC, one. Of these shows, CBS’ 
“Calucci’s Dept.,” ABC’s “Adam’s 
Rib” and NBC’s “Chase” and “Girl 
with Something Extra” laid rating 
eggs. 
None reached or rose above 30 per 
cent in the category Nielsen calls 
“share of audience,” or the estimated 
national percentage of viewers tuned to 
competing shows during a given hour. 
Networks generally consider the 30 
per cent mark the make-or-break point 
for a series, although it won’t be known 
for at least a month if the four new 
series are in deep trouble or stand a 
chance of survival. 
But “Calucci” and “Adam’s Rib” got 
off to a particularly bad start, tying for 
52nd place in the Nielsen rankings. 
None of the four other new shows 
registered strongly, although they all 
at least reached or slightly exceeded 
the magic 30 per cent mark. 
NBC’s “ D iana,” starring Diana 
Rigg, did the best of the lot. It was 
ranked 29th among the 58 programs 
rated. CBS’ “New Perry Mason” was 
installed in 31st place, and NBC’s 
“ Lotsa Luck” and “NBC Follies” , in 
32nd and 34th, respectively.

General Telephone 
talks broken off 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Renewed 
talks between General Telephone Co. 
officials and representatives of striking 
communications workers broke off 
early today, apparently without set­ 
tlem ent of their 73-day contract 
dispute. 
A company spokesman said there 
were indications no further meetings 
would be held until Oct. 4. 
The firm and members of the 
Communications Workers of America 
appeared close agreement Tuesday. A 
union official said at the time the 
company was ready to offer a new pro­ 
posal. 
But sources on both sides refused to 
comment on specifics of the talks. 
The new bargaining session was 
agreed to after a stormy session before 
the Ohio Industrial Commission. 
Two officials for General Telephone 
walked out of the meeting at one point 
when commission members indicated 
they intended to review all aspects of 
the strike. 
Andrew Jones, company attorney, 
said the company only agreed to ar­ 
bitrate its charge that the CWA 
renigged on a handshake agreement 


the company claimed was reached ear­ 
lier this month. 
Jones returned to the 
meeting, 
however, to hear the unions attorney, 
Melvin Schwarzwald, ask the com­ 
mission to postpone the hearing 
because “we feel an agreement is 
close.” 
Commission chairm an Gregory 
Stebbins asked Jones: 
“ Do you 
agree?” 
Jones replied, “ I would agree with 
what Mr. Schwarzwald said.” 
Stebbins continued the commission 
hearing until Oct. 4 pending settlement 
of the strike. 
About 2,800 operators, clerks and 
installer-repairm en have been on 
strike since July 16. 
Since then the company has reported 
more than $1 million in damage to 
cables and relay stations. 
A 61-year-old Marion man died of a 
heart attack Monday when his wife 
could not call for help because of 
damaged telephone lines in the area, 
police said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Oct. 
22 special session of the 110th Ohio 
General Assembly is being asked to 
enact election and campaign financing 
reforms that would be in effect for 1974 
elections. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan called the 
session and told the lawmakers it 
presents them an opportunity to week 
to restore public conficence in govern­ 
ment. 
“Never have we had a better op­ 
portunity, with a more receptive public 
to outlaw all the sleazy

practices which have undermined our 
electoral system, and have shaken our 
people’s faith in their government,” 
Gilligan said. 
Gilligan listed some of the proposals 
he wants to see enacted into law so they 
can be in effect at the outset of next 
year’s campaigns. Bills require 90 days 
to become law unless they contain an 
emergency clause, and that takes a 
two-thirds vote of both houses. 
A spokesman said a new campaign 
financing bill is being drafted by the 
administration. It is expected to be 
similar to one left pending in the House 
after being introduced by Rep. Don 
Maddux. D-90 Lancaster. 
Maddux's proposal places a 15 cent- 
a-voter limit on candidates for major 
races - 
such as governor, 
U.S. 
senator, congressman, or members of 
the legislature.

times the salary of the office sought is 
the amount that could be spent to run 
for auditor, treasurer, lieutenant 
governor, and attorney-general. 
Gilligan also called for enactment by 
the special session of bills relaxing 
voter residency and registration 
requirements and extending voting 
hours. 
These measures were approved by 
the House during the regular session 
this year but never made it through the 
Senate. They would: 
—Reduce 
the 
voter 
residency 
requirement from six months to 30 
days. Federal law already has been 
changed to make 30 days 
the 
requirem ent 
for 
voting 
in 
a 
presidential election. 
—Reduce the period of time that 


lapses between primary and general 
elections. Primaries would be held in 
September instead of May in non- 
presidential 
years. 
In 
presidential 
years, they would be held on the first 
Tuesday after the second Monday in 
June. 
—Permit door-to-door registration 
by “neighborhood” registrars who 
would be paid IO cents for every voter 
they sign up. The same bill would 
eliminate failure to vote as a reason for 
cancelling registration, and permit the 
sick, elderly, or disabled to register by 
mail. 
—Make recounts m andatory at 
public expense when the deciding 
margin of a candidate or an issue is 
less than one half of one per cent of the 
total votes cast.

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Dairy outlook not bright 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Agriculture 
Department economists are painting a 
contrasting picture about dairy far­ 
ming. 
It is bright if a farmer wants to sell 
out and take it easy and ifs dark if he 
wants to stay in business. 
The demand for meat is so great that 
farmers are tempted by high livestock 
prices and pusned by rising feed costs 
to sell wit while the time is ripe. 
But for the dairy farmer who has 
built his life and cow herd into a viable 
production force, soaring feed costs are 
[Kitting him in an economic squeeze 
rarely seen in American agriculture in 
times of national affluence. 
“ For the rest of this year, milk 
production will likely continue well 
below year-earlier levels. Feed prices 
will stay well above a year earlier, al­ 
though below summer highs,’’ the 


Economic Research Service said 
Tuesday. 
Describing the factors in a “ dairy 
situation report,” economists noted 
that total milk production will be down 
about three per cent from 1972 output. 


“ Despite record high milk prices, 
milk-feed relationships will remain 
relatively unfavorable to heavy grain 
and concentrate feeding,” the report 
said. “ Culling of dairy herds this fall 
and winter could stay heavy." 


Declines 
in 
milk 
production 
generally have been widespread. In 
August, only six states reported in­ 
creases from a year earlier. Produc­ 
tion in Wisconsin fell substantially, 
with milk output per cow down seven 
per cent. California recorded a decline 
in Ju ly and August for the first time 
since 1969.

“ Create family power and conserve 
it,” Jack Schenck, associated with the 
trust department of the Huntington

Schenck presented an interesting 
approach to what a trust fund can do 
for a business or professional man as 
he matched the energy crisis and 
power shortage with creating family 
power through trusts. 
“ Fam ily life is really big business,”

would amount to about a half million 
dollars in over 40 years. 
He said there should be no power 
shortage in a family as an individual 
can generate power by how hard he 
works and conserves this power by 
the way in which he arranges the later 
years of his life.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A federal 
grand jury 
is expected to report 
Thursday on its investigation into 
alleged payoffs involving the Ohio 
Department of Commerce.

There is a vast difference between 
playing a hand when you see all 52 
cards, and playing a hand when you see 
only 26. 
But bridge being the kind of game it 
is, you are expected to play the great 
majority of hands just as effectively, 
seeing 26 cards, as seeing all 52. 


Suppose you’re South in this deal and 
West leads a diamond. Obviously the 
deuce is a singleton and the entire 
problem is to escape the loss of two 
diamond tricks. 
The 
outlook 
is 
certainly 
not 
promising. The only real hope is to find 
the hearts divided 3-3 and so get rid of 
your diamonds on the hearts, but even 
that possibility can’t mature unless you 
can also overcome the problem of 
finding an entry to dummy after you’ve 
established the hearts. 
A little ingenuity, however, will do 
the trick, You win the diamond lead 
with the ace, play a heart to the king 
and lead a low trump. When West 
produces the queen, you let him win it! 
This extraordinary play puts West 
out of commission. If he returns a 
heart, you ruff it and make the rest of 
the tricks by later discarding three 
diamonds on dummy’s hearts. 
If he returns a 
club instead of a 
heart, the outcome is the same. You 
ruff in dummy and establish the hearts 
to make the contract. 
In either case, the ace of spades 
provides the crucial entry to dummy to 
cash the 
hearts 
after 
they 
are 
established. But if you don’t allow 
West to win a trick with his queen of 
spades, the hand collapses of its own 
weight and you lose the slam.

Agnew asks House probe 


SPIRO T. AGNEW 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Spiro T. 
Agnew has asked 
the House of 
Representatives to hear his case 
against 
allegations 
of 
political 
corruption, contending the Constitution 
forbids criminal actions against him 
while he is vice president. 
What action the House might take on 
Agnew’s request remained unclear. 
Leaders said such an investigation 
might be made by a House committee, 
but would not rule out the possibility of 
a hearing through impeachment 
procedures or even a rejection of 
Agnew’s request. 
Agnew asked for the House in­ 
vestigation Tuesday after secret 
negotiations between Agnew’s lawyers 
and Justice Department officials broke 
down and Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson announced he had authorized a 
federal grand jury in Baltimore to 
begin hearing the Agnew case Thur­ 
sday. 
President Nixon, who met with 
Agnew Tuesday morning, said the vice 
president had again personally assured 
him 
of 
his 
innocence 
of 
any 
wrongdoing. 


Nixon issued his strongest statement 
of support for Agnew since the in­ 
vestigation of the vice president was 
announced nearly two months ago. 
Agnew requested the Capitol Hill 
hearing in a letter that he hand- 
delivered to House Speaker Carl 
Albert. Agnew then met for more than 
an hour with Albert and other House 
leaders. 
“ After the most careful study, my 
counsel have advised me that the 
Constitution 
bars 
a 
crim inal 
proceeding of any kind ... against a 
president or a vice president while he 
holds office,” the Agnew letter said. 
“ Accordingly,. I cannot acquiesce in 
any criminal proceeding being lodged 
against me in Maryland or elsewhere, 
and I cannot look to any such 
proceeding for vindication. In these 
circumstances, I believe, it is the right 
and duty of the vice president to turn to 
the House. 
“ I am confident that ... I shall be 
vindicated by the House,” Agnew 
wrote. 
A spokesman for Richardson said 
that, despite Agnew’s legal posture, the 


decision to go to the grand jury would 
stand. 
Agnew’s request caught House 
members by surprise, and they were 
unsure what to do about it. Albert said 
there was no decision during the 
meeting with the vice president. 
Agnew emerged from the session 
smiling but declined to comment on the 
matter. 
Following the session with Agnew, 
Albert held an informal leadership 
meeting in his office, then said he 
didn’t have any idea when a decision 
would be reached on Agnew’s request. 
Asked whether an impeachment 
proceeding had been ruled out, Albert 
responded: “ Nothing has been ruled 
out.” 
House Democratic Whip John J. 
McFall of California said alternatives 
for action included placing Agnew’s 
request for a hearing before the House, 
referring it to the Judiciary Committee 
or a special committee, or ignoring it. 
He, too, would not rule out im­ 
peachment.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Presidential 
speechwriter Patrick J. Buchanan 
accused the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee staff today of maligning his 
reputation and denied he had any part

In an opening statement before a 
televised session of the committee, 
Buchanan said there was “ an apparent 
campaign, orchestrated from within 


the committee staff, to malign my 
reputation in the public press prior to 
my appearance.” 
He said what he called a “ campaign 
of vilification” is a direct violation of 
committee rules and asked: 
“ How can this select committee set 
itself up as the ultimate arbiter of 
American political ethics if it cannot 
even control character assassins 
within its own ranks?” 
3 persons killed

as twisters hit

Three persons were killed and scores 
believed injured as 20 or more tor­ 
nadoes wracked Kansas and the 
central plains Tuesday night, the 
Kansas Highway Patrol reported 
today. 
Heavy rains falling on waterlogged 
ground triggered new flash-flooding in 
Kansas and Nebraska. 
North-central Kansas was hardest 
hit with numerous tornadoes. A twister 
cut a four-block-wide swath through 
Clay Center, a town of 5,000 northeast 
of Salina. 
As many as IOO were injured, and 
communications with the town were 
knocked out, a Red Cross spokesman 
said. 


The spokesman said there was no 
electricity within a 12-to 15-mile radius 
of Clay Center. Fifty buildings in the 
town had major damage and IOO others 
sustained some damage. 


At Greenleaf, a community of 480 
some 30 miles northeast of Clay Center, 
residents were evacuated after an 
anhydrous ammonia tank ruptured 
during a tornado. 
A mother and two of her children 
were buried in the wreckage of their 
home in Greenleaf, and authorities 
first said all three were presumed 
dead. But several hours later, the 
mother was found alive in the wreck-

40 per cent U.S. 
troop cut voted 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate 
today voted to reduce the number of 
U.S. land-based troops overseas by 40 
per cent. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, sponsor of the amendment, 
said, “ The time has come to set aside 
the rhetoric of the cold war used to 
justify a status quo of m ilitary in­ 
volvement around the world.” 
But Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., 
said unilateral withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from Europe would undermine 
negotiations with Warsaw Pact nations 
for bilateral pullbacks. “ This would 
imperil the future of the United 
States,” Tower said. 
Mansfield had originally proposed a 
50 per cent cut in the number of foreign- 
based U.S. troops, but changed the 
proposal at the last minute to a 40 per 
cent cut. 
Mansfield said that when ser­ 
vicemen’s dependents, U.S. civilians 
and foreign nationals hired to assist 
Americans are included, the United 


States has a force of 1.1 million persons 
in foreign countries. 
He said this costs U.S. taxpayers $30 
billion a year, with $17 billion of that 
amount attributed to maintenance of 
troops in Europe. 
He said a reduction in the 500,000- 
man force is essential to lower the U.S. 
balance-of-payments 
deficit, 
fill 
domestic needs and end the policy of 
military confrontation with the Soviets. 
The Mansfield amendment would 
require that at least 50,000 troops 
based in foreign countries be pulled out 
by next June 30, and that another 150,- 
000 be withdrawn over the following 
two years. 
The Senate also was to begin public 
debate today on a proposal to slow 
development of the $13 billion Trident 
submarine program. The Trident 
amendment was discussed for more 
than two hours in closed session 
Tuesday. 
A vote on the Trident amendment 
was scheduled for Thursday. 


Buchanan said he neither rec­ 
ommended, authorized nor was aware 
of “ any ongoing campaign of political 
sabotage against Sen. (Edmund S.) 
Muskie or any other 
Democratic 
candidate.” 
Buchanan addressed the committee 
as the panel opened its probe into 
political dirty tricks. He is said to have 
been the author of White House memos 
that reportedly set the tone and basic 
strategy for President Nixon’s 1972 
campaign. 
The presidential speechwriter said 
the contention that Nixon’s 1972 
presidential campaign committee 
infiltrated opponents’ campaign in an 
attempt to select its weakest opponent 
was altogether untrue. 
“ Republicans were not responsible 
for 
the 
downfall 
of 
Muskie; 
Republicans were not responsible for 
the nomination of Sen. (George) 
McGovern,” Buchanan said. 
“ The 
McGovern people won their own 
nomination — and they lost their own 
election.” 
Muskie was the early frontrunner for 
the 
Dem ocratic 
presidential 
nomination in 1972, but the Maine 
Democrat’s campaign faltered and 
McGovern won the nomination. 
Buchanan 
conceded 
that 
he 
recommended in the spring and 
summer of 1971 
that Republicans 
concentrate their political resources on 
Muskie because Muskie was the 
frontrunner at that time. 
“ No requirement exists in ethics or

ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS (AP) 
— Doctors were elated with the 
physical conditions of the Skylab 2 
astronauts today after their record 
59^-dayspacemission. 
Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garriott and 
Jack R. Lousma planned to sleep late 
aboard the recovery carrier headed for 
San Diego, Calif. 


The astronauts blazed back to earth 
Tuesday in a perfect ending to their 
journey. They splashed down six miles 
from the recovery ship which was 
waiting about 230 miles southwest of 
San Diego. 


The three were quickly hoisted 
aboard the New Orleans with their 
precious cargo of films, tapes and other 
data which could provide vital infor­ 
mation about the sun, the earth and 
man himself. 
The astronauts walked a bit wobbly 
when they stepped on the carrier deck 
after their long exposure to space 
weightlessness. 
Smiling and happy, they waved and 


saluted the hundreds of sailors who 
lined up for a look at the nation’s new­ 
est space heroes. 
They were quickly taken to a medical 
facility for extensive examinations. 
A medical report said none of the 
spacemen suffered from 
motion 
sickness and all three had normal blood 
pressures and heart rates. 
The report said there was some 
evidence of “ vestibular disturbance,” 
such as dizziness. But this was ex­ 
pected as part of the process of 
readapting to earth’s gravity. 
“ All three crewmen are in excellent 
spirits and they feel well,” said the 
report. “ Physicians are very elated 
with the crew condition at this point.” 
Dr. Royce Hawkins, the chief 
astronaut physician, credited their 
good health to a rigid exercise program 
while they were in space. 
The astronauts will be under careful 
medical scrutiny for another 18 days. 
They will maintain a strict diet and 
collect all urine and fecal samples for 
examination as they have done since 21 


days before they were launched July 
28. 
More tests were planned aboard the 
New Orleans today and Thursday. On 
Thursday afternoon, the astronauts 
will fly back to their homes near 
Houston’s Johnson Space Center. 
Within an hour after the astronauts 
were aboard the carrier Tuesday, they 
talked with their families and received 
a message of congratulations from 
President Nixon. 
Skylab 2’s 24-million mile journey 
had a safe and accurate ending, the 
trademark of U.S. space flights in 
recent years. 
The Apollo ship ferrying 
the 
astronauts from the Skylab station 
dropped under orange and white 
parachutes into whitecapped waves, 
within range of television cameras. 
“ Man, that was a spectacular en­ 
try!” spid Lousma through a special 
communications hookup after the 
spacecraft was on the water. “ I like the 
bang when the main chute comes out. 
Golly, I ’d like to do it again!” 


Kissinger 
turns eyes 
toward Asia 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
gave some attention to Southeast Asia 
today for the first time in his visit to the 
U.N. General Assembly. But Europe 
continued to be his primary concern. 
Other than scattered references, 
Kissinger ignored the Indochina area 
in his first two days in New York. 
Today he scheduled meetings with the 
foreign ministers of Thailand and 
South Vietnam. 
However, the major part of his 
schedule 
before 
returning 
to 
Washington 
tonight 
was 
strong 
evidence of his near-preoccupation 
with what he has called a “ new Atlantic 
Alliance.” 
He was to meet with West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and French 
Foreign Minister Michel Jobert. He 
also planned to attend the General 
Assembly address by Brandt. 
Very little substantive progress has 
been made toward developing a new 
concept of U.S.European relationship 
during Kissinger’s meetings this week. 
U.S. officials said discussions 
Tuesday with the foreign ministers 
K B. Andersen of Denmark and Walter 
Scheel of West Germany produced only 
one significant development — an 
agreement for a meeting in the next 
few days between Walter Stoessel, the 
assistant secretary of state for Europe, 
and representatives of the European 
Common Market. 
They will try to draft a declaration of 
principles, but American sources said 
at least one more meeting would be 
needed, probably in Europe next 
month. 
As if to underline the lack of 
movement so far, the American of­ 
ficials said any decision on a European 
trip by President Nixon remains for the 
future. 
Kissinger had an inconclusive 
meeting Tuesday with Arab leaders in 
which he renewed U.S. offers to assist 
in opening negotiations for an Arab- 
Israeli settlement. 
But he told them not to expect the 
United 
States 
“ to 
bring 
forth 
miracles,” and he made no proposals 
for ending the Arab-Israeli con­ 
frontation. The meeting was boycotted 
by five Arab delegations. 
FOA orders 
mushroom 
toxin hunt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration has ordered a 
nationwide 
search 
for 
canned 
mushrooms it says may be con­ 
taminated with lethal botulin toxin. 
The FDA made the announcement 
Tuesday after disclosing that federal 
inspections of 42 mushroom processing 
plants disclosed that half had deficient 
procedures or equipment. 
Botulism poisoning from the toxin 
can be fatal if not diagnosed and 
treated promptly. 
The FDA said it is searching more 
than 5,000 warehouses for the suspect 
cans. FDA Commissioner Alexander 
M. Schmidt said 350 food inspectors 
plus state and local officials were 
joining in the search. 
“ We are convinced that the effort is 
necessary to end the sporadic problems 
we have encountered with canned 
mushrooms this year,” said Schmidt. 
Specific canned mushroom brands 
have been recalled five times this year. 
The FDA advised consumers who 
encounter swollen or leaking cans not 
to open or eat them but to contact their 
nearest FDA office.

Boyle in coma; 
suicide attempt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - W. A. 
“ Tony” Boyle, former head of the 
United Mine Workers Union, remains 
near death after an apparent suicide 
attempt on the eve of a court ap­ 
pearance on a murder conspiracy 
charge. 
The 71-year-old ousted union boss 
had been scheduled for a court ap­ 
pearance Tuesday, but he was rushed 
to George Washington University 
Hospital Monday night with what 
doctors at first thought was a stroke. 
His condition was listed as un­ 
changed early today by hospital 
spokesmen. He was in a coma, and 
earlier in the day hospital authorities 
said Boyle was “ in very, very critical 
condition” and “ all we can do is sup­ 
port the life systems and wait.” 
Boyle’s hearing was a removal 
procedure to have him taken to Penn­ 
sylvania to face state murder charges 
in connection with the 1969 slayings of 
insurgent union leader Joseph A. 
“ Jock” Yablonski and Yablonski’s wife 
and daughter. 
The hearing was postponed until Oct. 
24. 


Dr. Milton Gusack, Boyle’s personal 
doctor, said blood samples and other 
tests indicated presence of large 
amounts of sodium amytal, a strong 
barbiturate. 
He said chances for 
survival were poor. 
“ It was an apparent effort at self­ 
destruction,” said Gusack. 
“ I don’t think this was premeditated, 
it was on the spur of the moment,” he 
said. 
Gusack said Boyle also suffered from 
heart 
disease, 
emphysema 
and 
hypertension. He said Boyle visited 
him Saturday, and the condition of his 
heart was such that the hearing could 
have been delayed on medical grounds. 
But, Gusack said, Boyle wanted to 
pursue his case and not hide behind 
medical problems. 
The former UMW boss was arrested 
Sept. 6, after a 3Vfe-year investigation 
by state and federal officials. 
Seven persons, including several 
UMW officials, have been convicted for 
their roles in the Yablonski murders, 
which Boyle once said he would “ swear 
to Almighty God” that he had no 
knowledge of.

JO PLIN , Mo. (AP) — Thirty-seven 
years ago, John R. Crosswhite left his 
home in Cape Girardeau, Mo., on a 
business trip to St. Louis. He never 
returned and although his wrecked car 
was found, Crosswhite’s body was 
never discovered. 


Five years later, a man named John 
R. Cross, who described himself as a 
retired contractor, settled in Joplin, 
Mo., married in 1942 and raised a 
family. 


Cross recently suffered a stroke. As 
he recovered, he began remembering 
bits of his past and it turned out that 
Cross and Crosswhite — who was 
declared legally dead in 1940, leaving a 
widow and five children — are the 
same man. 


Martha Jane Barker, a nurse at St.

Se e big 
Skylab 
payoff 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
The research conducted by the Skylab 2 
astronauts may provide a tremendous 
payoff in expanding man's knowledge 
of himself, his earth and his sun. 
No one can predict the benefits. But 
the thousands of photos and miles of 
tape could lead to an endless source of 
pollution-free energy, a catalog of the 
world’s resources and new metals and 
materials. 
The payoff will be slow in coming, 
however. 
Years may be required to evaluate 
completely the data obtained from the 
Skylab I and 2 crews and that still to 
come from Skylab 3. After the Skylab 2 
astronauts returned to earth Tuesday 
after their record 59’2-day mission, 
NASA Administrator James B. Flet­ 
cher summed up the importance of 
Skylab this way: 
“Skylab marks the transition of the 
space program 
from a 
period 
dominated by exploration to a period 
dominated by exploitation of the space 
around us as a global resource. 
“Space is a place, a very unique 
place and a new important resource 
that can be used for the benefit of 
people everywhere on earth ...” 
Skylab 2 brought home 77,600 pic­ 
tures of the sun snapped through six 
solar telescopes and more than 12,000 
pictures and 18 miles of computer tape 
gathered during earth resources 
surveys. 
Add to that 30,000 sun photos and 
3,000 earth photos collected by the 
Skylab I crew, and scientists declared 
it a bonanza. 
Perhaps, more important, the 
astronauts came back in apparent good 
health, proving that man can adapt to 
the weightless environment of space.

Baker asked Hunt if he could state 
the CIA was not involved in other 
domestic activities.

Hunt said he wanted to consult with 
his attorney on the national security 
aspects that might be involved in a 
more complete reply. Baker then ex­ 
cused him from answering. 
Hunt said he directed die Ellsberg 
break-in and had asked his former CIA 
associates to help prepare a psy­ 
chiatric profile on the former Defense 
Department official for use in un­ 
dermining Ellsberg’s position in the 
press.

The chairman of the Western 
Governors’ Conference says Ralph 
Nader’s vow to halt the construction of 
nuclear power plants would, if suc­ 
cessful, create Va crisis of the most im­ 
mense proportions imaginable.” 
The consumer advocate told the 
governors Tuesday to expect a 
nationwide legal, environmental and 
governmental battle that could make 
the successful fight to halt the super­ 
sonic transport look like a spring 
picnic. 
Nader’s goal is to bring the nation’s 
nuclear electric power program to a 
complete hail in five years. 
Oregon Gov. Tom McCall told Nader, 
“I think you could do it.” 
McCall, a Republican, continued: 
“But what will we do with this in­ 
vestment, what will we do with the 
need for this 75 million kilowats if 
you’re successful?” 
McCall talked of the fear that might 
grip the nation about atomic power 
plants and said: “It seems to me then 
we’ll face a crisis of the most immense 
proportions imaginable.” 
The West’s governors have looked to 
nuclear-generated power as a major 
source of electricity. There now are 36 
nuclear plants across the country and 
70 more are planned. 
Nader said the loss of economic in­ 
vestment was worth the price in the 
face of the prospect of a disastrous 
nuclear accident. 
He also accused the Atomic Energy 
Commission of “conscious deception, 
suppression and prevarication” in 
hiding the risk of danger in nuclear 
power production.

challenged Nader, saying Nader was 
confused in both his facts and opinion. 
He offered to open AEC files to any 
information Nader wanted short of 
atomic military secrets. 
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Milk price 
spiral seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
consumers may be paying as much as 
12 cents more a gallon for milk after 
Oct. I when dairy farmers begin 
charging more for their product. 
The Central Ohio-Co-operative Milk 
Producers and Great Lakes-Southern 
Milk cooperatives said Tuesday the 
price of milk sold to company lily ere 
will be hiked 60 cents per hun­ 
dredweight by farmers. 
A spokesman for Borden, Inc., one 
such company buyer, said, “There will 
be definitely a larger increase than 
normal in the price of milk. It probably 
will be more than consumers are ac­ 
customed to.” 
The Borden spokesman, however, 
declined to say what the company will 
be charging for milk after Oct. I. 
An official of the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture said retail milk prices will 
go up about 12 cents a gallon, based on 
the increase to the farmers. 
The new price will be $9.21 per 
hundredweight. The federal govern­ 
ment has set the minimum price at 
$8.08. 
Donald E. Zehr, general manager of 
the Central Ohio Co-operative, said 
the purpose of the hike is to make 
farmers’ prices more current with 
market demands. Another purpose, he 
said, is to assure that milk supplies will 
be available. 
Zehr noted milk production in Ohio is 
about 7 per cent lower than last year at 
the same time. He added that the 
current price hike is an incentive to 
dairy farmers to stay in the business.

Farm Progress Show highlights good year 


LEBANON, Ind. (AP) - The 
traveling salesmen say this is a good 
year for dirt farmers in the outdoor 
food factory that stretches from 
Minnesota to the Carolinas. 
It may even be a great year if there is 
a dry, warm late fall. That would 
reduce the need for short-supply 
propane gas and fuel oil used in grain 
dryers. 
The massive dryers with their 
roaring heaters and batteries of fans 
are among the big tag items on display 
at the Farm Progress Show sprawling 
over the Hoffman family’s 900 acres 
near Lebanon. 
A $25,000 tag raises no eyebrows in 
the miles of tractors, tillage tools and 
harvesting machines. 
As a matter of fact, none of the 
glittering equipment is for sale. 
A Massey-Harris agent said the firm 
has a six-month backlog of orders for 


tractors and harvesters. Ron Smith of 
Des Moines, of the company’s shows 
and exhibits department, had taken a 
swing through the Midwest and 
reported crops were maturing fast, 
although there is some late corn in 
northern Illinois. 
Case, which makes no harvesters, 
was quoting January delivery dates for 
its popular four-wheel-drive Model 2470 
tractor. 
John Deere, one of the biggest farm 
machinery producers, is taking orders 
for combines it hopes to deliver in time 
to harvest next summer’s wheat. 
There was a lot of late planting this 
spring in low grounds and none at all in 
some of the Mississippi River bottoms 
swept by floods. 
Don Pyle, a market specialist from 
Troy, Mich., said alternate wet and drv 
weather, followed by a heat wave in 
early September that reached into 


Canada, produced fast growth. Some 
corn is even ahead of normal maturity 
dates. 
Several of the farm machinery men 
who travel the state fair circuit were 
amazed at soybeans’ rush toward 
maturity in the last two weeks. 


Both corn and soybeans are ripe 
enough for harvesting demonstrations 
on the Hoffman farm. They were 
planted in mid May. 
Nobody reported a shortage of 
equipment to get in the fall grain crops. 
The heavy orders, after a decline in 
sales most places last year, caught the 
manufacturers by surprise. 
It seems to be a matter of farmers’ 
wants rather than desperate need. 
Prairie Farm er Magazine, which 
sponsors the big machinery show, 
noted in the current issue that buying 
expensive tools is helpful as a tax 


writeoff in a year of big gross farm 
incomes. 
There is no admission charge, so no 
count of attendance, but it appeared at 
least 50,000 farmers and their wives 
trudged muddy streets of the tem­ 
porary city Tuesday at the opening of 
the three-day show. 
Hundreds of varieties of hybrid corn 
and soybeans, grown under identical 
conditions, attracted as much attention 
as the machinery. It was a sharp 
comparison and left little doubt which 
corn was subject to northern corn leaf 
blight. It was brown and droopy. 
Resistant corn still had some green 
leaves although the big yellow ears 
were drying fast. 
A plowing demonstration with giant 
rigs was the center of attraction late 
Tuesday. 
“Holy cow,” one young matron 
exclaimed. “Twelve bottoms!”

On that day, Agnew announced that 
he had been notified by federal 
prosecutors in Baltimore that he was 
under investigation for possible viola­ 
tion of tax, bribery, extortion and 
conspiracy 
laws. 
Agnew 
has 
repeatedly proclaimed his innocence. 
Tuesday morning Richardson and 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry E. Petersen met 
with Nixon to evaluate the Agnew case 
for the President. Nixon then met with 
Agnew for more than an hour. 
Richardson said that since Sept. 12 he 
had been meeting with other Justice 
Department officials, with Agnew’s 
attorneys and with the vice president 
himself “to discuss procedural aspects 
of the case and options available to the 
vice president.” 
Richardson said the department 
agreed to the discussions in hopes of 
resolving “a constitutional dilemma of 
potentially serious consequence to the 
nation.” 
He did not elaborate but apparently 
referred to the constitutional question 
of whether a vice president can be 
indicted before he is impeached. 
But, Richardson said, the discussions 
failed and the decision was made to go 
to the grand jury.

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A thorn with the rose 


There is a small but quite sharp 
thorn on the stem of the rose which 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has handed to Henry A. 
Kissinger. While the committee did 
vote to approve his confirmation as 
secretary of state, at the same time 
it undertook a study of surveillance 
of American citizens in connection 
with foreign policy-related ac­ 
tivities. 
Committee 
Chairman 
J.W . 
Fulbright said this action was not to 
be construed as implied criticism of 
the part Kissinger played in the 
wiretapping of government officials 
and newsmen. The timing of the 
resolution suggests at very least, 


however, that the committee wants 
to underscore its serious view of the 
wiretapping episode. 
Announcement of the study could 
have been delayed for a month or so, 
but it was not. This suggests an 
intention to remind Kissinger — and, 
by extension, the President — that 
the committee has grave reser­ 
vations about the use of electronic 
and other surveillance for this 
purpose.

became 
evident in the course of the hearings 
on the nomination. Such was the

that 
it 
arranged for a two-member sub­ 
committee to examine an FB I 


summary of the wiretaps by way of 
determining Kissinger’s part in 
ordering them.

The timid incumbents 
WASHINGTON - Sens. Ervin , 
Baker, Weicker and thr rest of the 
pride of Watergate lions seem to be 
ready to turn into pussycats. The 
special Senate committee has delayed 
or abolished some of its plans and 
maybe there’s a common reason. 
The committee’s new tim idity 
coincides with its venture into the 
ferocious area of campaign financing. 
The dangers in this territory match all 
the perils offered by public boredom or 
President Nixon’s intransigence. 
There is no way to reform, there is no 
way to even discuss presidential 
campaign financing without discussing 
senatorial campaign financing. 


THE PRO BLEM of the Senate 
Committee is as stark as the Biblical 
admonition: Let he who is without 
campaign contributions cast the first 
stone. 
As sterling gents as all the com­ 
mittee members may be, their political 


careers are not nourished by the 
donations of anonymous philan­ 
thropists. The people who financed 
their campaigns, like those who 
bankroll other campaigns, expect a 
return on their investments. 
The influence of big money on 
politics is the single greatest curse on 
the Republic today. Campaign cash 
financed what happened at Watergate. 
Campaign cash in general breeds 
distrust and suspicion among voters, 
often for good reason. 
The people doing more about this 
issue than anyone else are the quarter- 
million Americans who belong to 
Common Cause. A lengthy study on 
campaign finances by the citizens’ 
lobby showed that not only is the 
President the object of large gobs of 
legal-tender goodwill; just about every 
incumbent is. 


IN SENATE races last year, each 
incumbent raised an average of 
THESE DA YS ... by John Chamberlain 
Our environmental elitists 


$525,809. The average challenger 
raised less than half that amount, 
$243,070. 


“ The money flows to incumbents 
because it is an incumbent who has the 
power to provide help and assistance,” 
says Fred Wertheimer of Common 
Cause. “ The result is that in Congress 
today we have neither a Democratic 
nor Republican party. Rather, we have 
an Incumbency party which operates a 
monopoly. The only solution is to enact 
a system for public financing of 
elections.” 


That is a fair challenge, to the timid 
members of the Watergate committee 
and to their more anonymous — and 
probably more venal — congressional 
brethren. 
If the incumbency party cannot 
muster a majority for a sensible 
campaign reform bill, then voters can 
easily 
decide 
that 
incumbents 
shouldn’t be incumbents anymore. 


Has anyone noticed how the elitists, 
people who have already “ got theirs,” 
tend to take over the environmentalist 
movement? 
I first got on to this when the Sierra 
Club, which thinks that 
every last 
speck of wilderness

be 
preserved just as it is, went all out to 
stop the Walt Disney enterprises from 
building an attractive Alpine ski resort 
in the Sierrra Nevada mountains that 
would be within weekend driving range 
of Los Angeles. 
The Sierra Club idea was to preserve 
the high Sierras for pack trips. But the 
number of people who can afford a 
pack trip is necessarily limited to a few 
who have both time and money to 
spend. 
If the Sierra Club is to prevail in its 
philosophy, it will mean that nature 
will be reserved for a few lucky sons of 
the rich. The environmentalist’s at­ 
titude here 
is anti-common man, a 
snob’s reaction to the human situation.

weekends who can’t afford pack trips.

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THE AGITATION 
against the 
building of the Alaskan pipeline is 
another example of elitism. The very 
few who can afford to go and have a 
look at a caribou speak of the eerie 
beauty of the Arctic tundra. I would not 
despoil the tundra, and I am all for 
helping the caribou preserve their 
migratory patterns. 
But ecology, which involves a study 
of the relationship of living organisms 
to their natural environment, assumes 
that men must live with other men as 
well as with animals they will never 
see. Human well-being in winter 
demands heat, and man’s “ migratory 
patterns,” which are as important to 
most people as any food-seeking routes 
are to caribou, necessitate fuel for 
cars, planes, ships and trains. 
Is it so cruel, then, to ask for a trade­ 
off between caribou desires and human 
needs? Particularly when we are 
reassured that caribou have enough 
common animal sense to walk up an 
occasional ramp. 
The ecological elitists would save 
every last redwood tree in California. I 
am certainly for preserving the best 
virgin forest stands, but not everybody 
can afford to go and look at a redwood. 
An East Coast dweller with no op­ 
portunity to take trips to California 
might be forgiven if he were to express 
his esthetic delight by ordering red­ 
wood paneling for a stay-at-home 
room. 
Where does the balance lie here? The 
elitist would force everybody to find 
time and money to travel where the 
redwoods are. 
The elitist, who presumably lives in a 
suburb where temperature extremes 
are not particularly onerous, objects to 
the strip-mining of Western low-sulfur 
coal to bring air-conditiong to big 
Eastern and Soutern cities.

The 
millions who live in Africa, tropical 
Asia, and the islands of the South Seas 
have an ecological prejudice against 
yielding the dominance of their 
“ ecosystems” to m alaria-bearing 
mosquitos. 


But the elitist in the non-malarial 
temperate zones of the West would 
deny the benefits of mosquito-killing 
DDT even to lands where there are no 
species of birds who would be harmed 
by it.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Oct. 
22 special session of the 110th Ohio 
General Assembly is being asked to 
enact election and campaign financing 
reforms that would be in effect for 1974 
elections. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan called the 
session and told the lawmakers it 
presents them an opportunity to week 
to restore public conficence in govern­ 
ment. 
“Never have we had a better op­ 
portunity, with a more receptive public 
atmosphere, to outlaw all the sleazy

practices which have undermined our 
electoral system, and have shaken our 
people’s faith in their government,” 
Gilligan said. 
Gilligan listed some of the proposals 
he wants to see enacted into law so they 
can be in effect at the outset of next 
year’s campaigns. Bills require 90 days 
to become law unless they contain an 
emergency clause, and that takes a 
two-thirds vote of both houses. 
A spokesman said a new campaign 
financing bill is being drafted by the 
administration. It is expected to be 
similar to one left pending in the House 
after being introduced by Rep. Don 
Maddux, D-90 Lancaster. 
Maddux’s proposal places a 15 cent- 
a-voter limit on candidates for major 
races — such as governor, U.S. 
senator, congressman, or members of 
the legislature. An amoung equal to lVfe 
P 
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times the salary of the office sought is 
the amount that could be spent to run 
for auditor, treasurer, lieutenant 
governor, and attorney-general. 
Gilligan also called for enactment by 
the special session of bills relaxing 
voter residency and registration 
requirements and extending voting 
hours. 
These measures were approved by 
the House during the regular session 
this year but never made it through the 
Senate. They would: 
—Reduce 
the voter 
residency 
requirement from six months to 30 
days. Federal law already has been 
changed to make 
30 days 
the 
requirem ent 
for 
voting 
in 
a 
presidential election. 
—Reduce the period of time that 


lapses between primary and general 
elections. Primaries would be held in 
September instead of May in non- 
presidential years. 
In presidential 
years, they would be held on the first 
Tuesday after the second Monday in 
June. 
—Permit door-to-door registration 
by “neighborhood” registrars who 
would be paid IO cents for every voter 
they sign up. The same bill would 
eliminate failure to vote as a reason for 
cancelling registration, and permit the 
sick, elderly, or disabled to register by 
mail. 
—Make recounts mandatory at 
public expense when the deciding 
margin of a candidate or an issue is 
less than one half of one per cent of the 
total votes cast.

Judge reports life threatened 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Agriculture 
Department economists are painting a 
contrasting picture about dairy far­ 
ming. 
It is bright if a farmer wants to sell 
out and take it easy and it’s dark if he 
wants to stay in business. 
The demand for meat is so great that 
farmers are tempted by high livestock 
prices and pusned by rising feed costs 
to sell out while the time is ripe. 
But for the dairy farmer who has 
built his life and cow herd into a viable 
production force, soaring feed costs are 
putting him in an economic squeeze 
rarely seen in American agriculture in 
times of national affluence. 
“For the rest of this year, milk 
production will likely continue well 
below year-earlier levels. Feed prices 
will stay well above a year earlier, al­ 
though below summer highs,” the 


Economic Research Service said 
Tuesday. 
Describing the factors in a “dairy 
situation report,” economists noted 
that total milk production will be down 
about three per cent from 1972 output. 
“Despite record high milk prices, 
milk-feed relationships will remain 
relatively unfavorable to heavy grain 
and concentrate feeding,” the report 
said. “Culling of dairy herds this fall 
and winter could stay heavy.” 
Declines 
in 
milk 
production 
generally have been widespread. In 
August, only six states reported in­ 
creases from a year earlier. Produc­ 
tion in Wisconsin fell substantially, 
with milk output per cow down seven 
per cent. California recorded a decline 
in July and August for the first time 
since 1969.

Opening lead - two of diamonds. 
There is a vast difference between 
playing a hand when you see all 52 
cards, and playing a hand when you see 
only 26. 
But bridge being the kind of game it 
is, you are expected to play the great 
majority of hands just as effectively, 
seeing 26 cards, as seeing all 52. 


Suppose you’re South in this deal and 
West leads a diamond. Obviously the 
deuce is a singleton and the entire 
problem is to escape the loss of two 
diamond tricks. 
The outlook 
is certainly not 
promising. The only real hope is to find 
the hearts divided 3-3 and so get rid of 
your diamonds on the hearts, but even 
that possibility can’t mature unless you 
can also overcome the problem of 
finding an entry to dummy after you’ve 
established the hearts. 
A little ingenuity, however, will do 
the trick, You win the diamond lead 
with the ace, play a heart to the king 
and lead a low trump. When West 
produces the queen, you let him win it! 
This extraordinary play puts West 
out of commission. If he returns a 
heart, you ruff it and make the rest of 
the tricks by later discarding three 
diamonds on dummy’s hearts. 
If he returns a 
club instead of a 
heart, the outcome is the same. You 
ruff in dummy and establish the hearts 
to make the contract. 
In either case, the ace of spades 
provides the crucial entry to dummy to 
cash the hearts after they are 
established. But if you don’t allow 
West to win a trick with his queen of 
spades, the hand collapses of its own 
weight and you lose the slam.

Dear Mr. R.: 
You are astute in trying to settle this 
important problem now rather than 
wait until after marriage. 
The fact that this fear persists in 
your fiancee indicates that her 
emotional distress should have been 
handled many years ago. 
Now, with your support and level­ 
headed judgment, you can bring her 
the emotional comfort that has been 
denied her for so long. 
The fact that she is otherwise in good 
health indicates that the heart murmur 
is probably 
incidental 
and in­ 
significant. 


Many people with “functional” heart 
murmurs go through their entire lives 
without the slightest problem. 
A functional murmur is one that has 
no basic underlying disease of the 
heart. 
A thorough checkup of the heart, 
which apparently is long overdue, will 
give her the assurance she needs. This, 
combined with your understanding, 
will set the pathway for a happy 
courtship, a happy marriage, and 
pregnancy free from anxiety. 
It will give her a greater sense of 
security to know that women with real 
heart ailments safely go through their 
pregnancy and childbirth without any 
extra strain on their hearts. 
When women, with or without heart 
murmurs or a heart condition, are 
carefully observed throughout their 
pregnancy, the possibility of com­ 
plications is minimized.
